pentance. And all Men have Reaſon 
enough to with for ſome ſuch Thing 
before their Deaths : Eſpecially if theſe” 
dying Perſons are but young Penitents. 


For when Men at firſt enter upon the 


great Work of Repentance, tis e- 


tremely adviſable, and more than or- 


dinarily needful for them, to retire.

have little elſe to do, but to attend it. 
And that they may keep out of the way 
of their former evil Courſes, till they 


have unlearnt them; and of their cor- 
rupt Acquaintance and Companions, 
till they can withſtand and deny their

tions of the World, which have ordi-

Let the Priſoners therefore make 
| Repentance their Work and Buſineſs

. own hearty Deſire and free Choice. If 
they employ it to converſe with God, 
and to know and amend themſelves, 
which they may do if they pleaſe, and

BY welcome to them when put upon them

Friends, yon are ſhut up alſo from 
your Enemies. For a Priſon is a Guard 
. 1 Þ againſt 
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againſt all other Wrongs, and you are 
ale there in Stirs and Tumults, in 
Publick and in Private Dangers. And 
though it be hard to be without the 
Company of thoſe that Love us, yet 
is it no deſpicable Recompence, if 
thereby we are ſecured from the En- 
vious and Malicious, and from the 
further Attempts of all that hate us. 
For ordinarily we are not to promiſe WM 
our ſelves ſo great Effects from the 
Kindneſs of our Friends, as we have 
Reaſon to apprehend from the Malice | 
of our Enemies; Spite and Envy being 
uſually: more induſtrious, and watchful 
of Opportunities to ſhew it ſelf, and 
eager to do it to the full, than Love i is. 
Perhaps you fancy, that now you 
are as one taken almoſt out of the 
World. But what if you be? You 
have ſeen Evil enough, and done too 
much in it, to be fond of it; and this 
Receſs from the World, affords you 
great Advantages of making your ſelf 
ten thouſand times more happy in 
another World. And if Impriſonment

Baptized. They all profeſs to be as 
Perſons out of his World; and to keep 
Hearts free and looſe Som it, and 


to live above it: And if People are 


really of this Mind, it will, not affect 


them much, e ee God calls them 


to make chats Abode in it. 


You are reſtrained alſo to one Plate, | 


and mult move but in a narrow Com- 


paſs. But if by God's Bleſſing, you 


can have your Health, and be eafy and 
quiet . under . this Confinement to one 


Place, may you not well be contented 


not to change whilſt you are well, and 


whilſt the Will of God is ſo, reſt fis 


fied without try ing new Places. And 


if it pleaſe God to ſend Sickneſs, tho? 


you were at Home, Sickneſs would tie 


you to your own. Houſe, or it may be
